Program has been delayed beyond 
our expectations and wishes,” states 
Albert Landmeier, president of the 
Cook County Conservation commit­ 
tee. 
“W* had expected by this time 
to be able to pass out information 
and establish goals on the farms 
of Cook county, but apparently be­ 
cause of pending legislation, which 
might change the setup, this work 
has been delayed. Just as soon as 
we possibly can, we hope to give 
farmers information that will defin­ 
itely aid them in planning their 
crops for 1938.”
